IN A TRANSITION STAGE. 


THE RELATIONS OF THE TWO GREAT ro- 
LITICAL PARTIES IN ENGLAND. 


Bradlaugh’s Successful Efforts in the House 
of Commons—The Suit Over the Dramat- 
ization of Mrs. Burnett’s “Little Lord 
Fauntleroy’’—Stopping Emigration From 
Hungary—A Famine Caused by Floods— 
Foreign News. * 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 24.—The present session of 
Parliament bids fairto be known in English 
history as ‘‘Bradlaugh’s session.’’ Since he 
induced the House of Commons to accept the 
proposal to abolish the religious oath in cer- 
tain cases he has succeeded in carrying his 
resolution in favor of the reform of the prison 
list, for which he bas striven all his life. It is 
evident that the relations of the two great 
parties, the Tory and Liberal, arein a transi- 
tion stage. The Tories since 1884 have 
had to appeal to really popular suffrage. 
This explains why the Government accept 
Bradlaugh’s motion about pension abuses, 
which has a powerful support in the country. 
Jennings, who seconded it, went further even 
than Bradlaugh, and caused much amusement 
by calling,attention tosome more sbameful 
instances of the waste of public money on dis- 
reputable or undeserving persons and their 
descendants, although Jennings is a Tory and 
notoriously a strong party man. 

INTERESTING TO AMERICAN NOVELISTS. 

The case of Warne versus Seebohm is of 
great interest to American writers of novels, 
containing materials suitable for dramatic 
treatment. Warne published Mrs. Burnett’s 
Little Lord Fauntleroy, from which See- 
bohm made a play, produced at several mati- 
nees recently in the Prince of Wales Thea- 
ter, with immense success, Accord- 
ing to English law adramatic performance 
is not an infringement of the copyright. 
Dickens and other distinguished authors 
were notoriously great sufferers from this un- 
just state of things. ne. Burnett’s advisers, 
however, have hit on afi extremely ingenious 
idea which may possibly make a revelation in 
the law on the subject. Seebohm, whose piece 
contains all the incidents of the novel, as well 
as the dialegue, word for word, made five 
copies of the peice for various purposes, and 
it is contended that these are an infringement 
ofthecopy right. It is obvious that if their 
contention is upheld by the court the 
right of dramatization will practically be 
vested in the author, as it is impos- 
sible to produce a play without at 
least one copy in writing. The law is 
proverbially uncertain, but itis not Impossi- 
ble that Mrs. Burnett may succeed in remov- 
ing a long-standing injustice to authors. The 
fact is, the judges pf the present century 
have been 
as the law allows with literary prop- 
erty, so that the famous decision of a 
Judge in the last century, in®the case of 
Johnson’s ‘‘Rasselas,’’ that an abridgment 
by an unauthorized person is permissible, has 
been so pared away by later decisions that the 
most astute pirate finds it impossible to make 
such an abridgement as would not give ground 
foraction. However the judges decide the 
present case, it will not affect the 
dramatio version of Mrg. Burnett’s Mr. 
Barnes of New Tork, produced with 
great success yesterday at the Olympic Thea- 
ter. The author failed to secure a copyright, 
although careful to do se*"th Mr. Potter of 
Texas. Hence, although vse latter is gen- 
erally declared to be a work & ¢nferior merit, 
it will sell for four times thet price. Mr. 
Barnes of New Tork“ has had an enormous 
sale here, and it is quite likely the play will 
prove equally popular. It has been drama- 
tized by Rutland Barrington, one of the prin- 
cipal members of the company, engaged in 
representing Gilbert & Sullivan’s operettas 
atthe Savoy, who simply makes use of the 
incidents and dialogues of the American 
author. Mr. Gilbert witnessed the perform- 
ance, and, like the rest of the audience, ap- 
piauded loudly.

monopoly clause in the charter of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway and admit of the building 
ot railways to connect with the 
United States lines.

THE RAILROADS. 


Railroad Construction in the Far West— 
General News. 


Mr. W. A. Colt of the railroad contracting 
firm of J. B. Colt & Son is in town visiting his 
cousin, Mr. Ingraham of the Wabash Western 
passenger and ticket office. 

Mr. Colt’s firm has been building railroads 
for many years and did the work on the 
extension of the Missouri Pacific to Pueblo 


which was completed not long ago. He says 
there is agreat deal of activity in railroad 
projection and coustruction in Oolorado, and 
that he believes that State will be the next boom 
State. The Missouri Pacific has a third rail 
over the Denver & Rio Grande track from 
Pueblo to Denver and also from Pueblo 
to Glenwood Springs.

THE SENATE INVESTIGATION OF THE AL- 
LEGED TEXAS OUTRAGES. 


An Interesting Statement by Senator Spooner 
—Judge Kirk’s Telegram— Missing Evi- 
dence—The Dead Chief Justice—Chair- 
man Mills Laid Up With a Cold—Pro- 
ceedings in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.—In the 
room of the Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections this morning half or three- 
quarters of an hour after the 
time fixed for the beginning of 
he investigation of the alleged Texas 
outrages, and while Senators Evarts and 
Spooner were waiting for their Democratic 
colleagues on the sub-committee, Senator 
Spooner made the following statement to 
Senator Evarts: 

‘*‘Senator, this case seems to have been 
fairly tried by the United States District At- 
torney in Texas. Nevertheless, Kirk was ac- 
quitted. They first struck off from the jury 
panel every Repubiican and every colored 
man. We subponsed the clerk of the 
court, with instructions to bring on the 
records. The clerk has brought what 


purports to be a transcript of the stenographic 
report of the trial. It bears the afiidavit of 
the stenographer, who swears that the ap- 
ended 240 pages are a true copy of his notes. 
‘he testimony produged is, however, only 
fifty-three pages, being throughout testimony 
for the defense. It shows, however, that 
there was important testimony for the prose- 
cution. What should be done under the cir- 
cumstances? ’’ 

Senator Evarts rejoined with emphasis that 
the Committee should bring allthe parties to 
Washington. The Senators, with Senator Tel- 
ler, who then arrived, went into consultation 
about the matter. 

THE INVESTIGATION. 

At 11:80 the Committee was called to order 
and D. H. Hart of Austin, Tex., Clerk of the 
United States District and Circuit Courts was 
eworn. His appointment to the position was 
subsequent to the trial of Lafayette Kirk 
and otbers for acts connected with the events 
which the committee is investigating. His 
predecessor is now in the Albany Penitentiary 
for malfeasance in office, forgery. etc. Wit- 
ness produced certain indictments, caniasas 
and evidence, which his subpana called for. 
In the examination of the evidence witness 
read the stenographber’s affidavit and then, at 
the request of the committee, counted the 
pages. There were but fifty-two pages. Mit- 
ness had been unable to find the other 198 
pages in his office. 

Senator Pugh told the committee that he 
understood the entire official stenographic re- 
port was in the Attorney-General’s office. 
Among the papers which witness submitted 
wasthe following written upon a Western 
Union blank and purporting to be the origi- 
nal dispatch: 

To D. B. Bolton, Courtney. 5 

Things here look doubtful. Do your work. 
November 2. L. KigK.’*’

THE DEAD CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Arrangements for the Funeral—<Action eof 
the Washington Bar, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 24.—A telegram 
has been received from Mrs. Waite acquiesc- 
ing in a suggestion that the funeral service of 
the late Chief Justice be held in the hall of the 
House of Representatives next Wednesday, 
though the body will be privately interred at 
Toledo the next day. Mrs. Waite left Los 
Angeles at 10 o’clock last night to come East 
immediately. Dr. Ruth leaves Washington 
to-day to meet her at Kansas City and escort 
her to Toledo. Edward T. Waite, the second 
son, will remain in Toledo to meet his mother.

The several committees appointed to 
make preparations for the funeral of the late 
Ohief Justice, held meetings to-day. At a 
meeting of anumber of members of the barthe 
following was adopted:

character and public service in the discharge 
of that great oflice.’’

Wasnuincton, D. C., March &.—When the

Carl Dryer of Fairbanks & Co., declared 
that refined lard, made from refined or 
purified hog fat or beef fat and cotton-seed 
oll, was a nutritive, wholesome food 
product. The process of manufacture was 
careful and clean. The opponents of refined 
lard admitted that beef fat and cotton- 
seed oil were healthful, and if they 
were so, there could be nothing wrong in an 
admixture of these articles with hogfat. To 
injure the exportation of refined lard 
by legislation which had no otner 
object than the protection cf articles against 
another should not be thought of, espe- 
cially as the total export of refined 
lard was about 50 per cent more than 
that of the natural lard. As long as foreign 
countries admitted refined lard as an article 
of commerce, there could be no foundation in 
the tramped up charges of impure adultera- 
tions. N

A DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE. 


Burning of the Central Theater at Phila. 
delphia—Fires. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 24.—The Central 
Theatre on Walnut, above Eighth, was totaliy 
destroyed by fre this morning. Thefire broke 
out about 8 o’clock and, burned flercely for 


over an hour, but the firemen succeeded in 
confining the flames to the theatre building. 
The walls of the building, however, fell on the 
Theatre Comique, immediately in the rear of 
the Central and fronting on Sansom street, 
and completely demolished that structure. 
Poulson’s hotel and restaurant, 813 Walnut 
street, adjoining the Central Theatre on the 
West, was floeded with water as were also sev- 
eral stores, saloons and small restaurants 
fronting on Eighth street between Walnut and 
Sansom. 

The Theater Comigue building was of little 
avail, and no performance has been given there 
since the winter season of 1886-87, when 
pugilistic entertainments were the principal 
attraction. The loss by the fire will fall net - 
cipally *on the owner of the Oentral 
Theater Building and William J. Gilmore, 
the lessee and manager of the place of amuse- 
ment. No statement of the losses has yet been 
obtained, butit is estimated that the loss of 
the Central Theater building and contents will 
be upwards of $80,000.

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REAL ESTATE. 


Sales Made and Prices Obtained To-day— 
Real Preperty News. 


A good deal of complaint is heard in real 
estate circles about the ‘antiquated methods 
that are presisted in at the City Auditor’s 
Department with reference to the payment of 
damages awarded,to property owners oc- 
casioned by the opening of i streets 
and alleys, etc. It frequently happens 
that the amount of these awards is compara- 
tively insignificant, but the claim against the 
city is, nevertheless, equally just as if the 
sum to be collected ran up into the thousands 
of dollars, and it is stated that the same 
amount of expense and red tape is im- 
posed in one case as in tne other. 


According to an ancient custom, before ever 
so small or great an award can be paid by the 
Uity Auditor a certificate to the claimant’s 
title tothe property effected must be pro- 
cured, and then if he does not appear to 
claim his money within two days 
after the date of the certificate of 
title, the whole proceedings have to 
be gone over again at the property owners’ 
expense. It often happens where small 
amounts are involved that the expenses in- 
curred in this way more than equal the prin- 
cipal sought to be obtained and for that rea- 
son a great many citizens are unable to obtain 
what is justly theirs. Old, experienced 
real estate agents maintain that this ancient 
method of doing business should be changed 
to conform with modern customs, so that re- 
sponsible citizens, at least, would be able to 
get their money ata minimum expense and 
without having to lose time running a half 
dozen times or more to the City Hall to get it.

LOCKED IN THEIR OaBS. 
A Delegation of Negro Laborers on Their 
Way West to California. 


The delegation of negroes expected from 
the South onghelr way to Oalifornia arrived 
at the Union Depot this morning over the 
Iron Mountain road. There were over one 
hundred of them and they filled three cars. 
All of them were from Southern plantations, 
and are the most ignorant class of negroes. 
They were in charge of two white 
men, and are being taken to Cali- 


fornia to work on large farms in 
that State. They have become imbued with the 
belief that they are being taken back into slav- 
ery and on the way here a half dozen of them 
made their escape from the train. The men 
who have charge of them fearing that the 
would lose all of them, concluded to ioc 
them in the cars and keep a close watch on 
them. At the depot none of them were per- 
mitted to leave the cars, their meals being 
brought to them, They displayed every symp- 
tom of alarm and if they had an 
opportunity, no doubt every one of them 
weuld escape. They will not get rid of the 
idea that they are to be enslaved until they 
reach the glorious climate of California, No 
doubt a close vigilance will be required there 
for some time to prevent them from deserting 
their employers, who are paying their fare to 
the Pacific slope. The cars containing them 
were attached to the Missouri Pacific train and 
drawn out at 9 o'clock. 
LIVELY NFGRO HUNTING. 

The men who are handling the negroes 
are not only having trouble en route, but 
they had considerable trouble in the South 
before ther started with them. According to 
some of the stories, hunting for negro labor 
in South Carolina is nearly as interesting as 
hunting for ‘‘bars’’ in the wilderness. 

Mr. A. A. Gallagher, the Southern Passenger 
Agent of the Missouri Pavific Railroad, 
in whose charge the train containing the ne- 
groes came to St. Louis, was told one or 
two interesting stories aboutthe experiences 
of the men who securedthem. He told one to 
a representative of the PostT-DIsPpATCH who 
met him to-day. It seems that the white 
people at some of tne localities where the 

ents secured the negroes object seriously to 
their being taken out of the country and made 
it hot for the agents. A dozen negroes 
were engaged at Newberry, 8. C., and 
an agent ofa railroad company went there to 
take them over his road, having had nothing 
to do with contracting forthem. In the even- 
ing of the day he arrived he was playing cards 
with the landlord of the hotel when he re- 
celved a note by a negro boy. The note 
stated that he was not wanted in those 
parts, and if he dia not leave on the next train 
things would be made lively forhim. The 
agent asked the negro bo who 
sent the note, and the boy gave the name 
of a well-known citizen. The agent then 
wrote a note to the mau stating that he had 
nothing to do with getting the negroes except 
that he represented the railroad which was to 
haul them, The man answered the 
note In person, and accompanied 
by a number of others. The agent was ordered 
to leave immediately on pain oi being bandied 
roughly and when he refused, saying that 
he did not intend to leave until 1 
o’clock the next day, revolvers were drawn 
and he was only saved by the landiord and his 
clerks drawing revolvers and declaring that if 
he was taken, he would have to be taken over 
their dead bodies. The mob was finally sent 
away, but returned the next morning 
and made the same threats, but the Sheriff 
and some others protected the agent and 
finally accompanied him several miles out of 
town. The negroes, however, were fright- 
ened off. The sentiment against taking away 
the negroes is very strong. 

Mr. Gallagher says that they are contracted 
for by the California planters, who pay their 
fare and furnish their food, and who agree to 
pay the men $15, the women 510 and the 
children who can work half wages 
on their arrival. He says the planters 
want them because labor is scarce in 
Southern California and they are at the mercy 
| of the Chinese laborers, who charge exorbi- 
tant wages. Only men with families are 
wanted and if the experiment, which has been 
tried before without entire success, should 
prove practicable, more negroes will be trans- 
ported. 


THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


An Adjournment in Respect to the Memory 
ef Chief Justice Waite. 


When the United States Circuit Court met 
this morning, Distriet Attorney Bashaw for- 
mally announced the death of Chief Justice 
Waite ofthe United States Supreme Court. 
The Court at once ordered an adjournment 
until Monday morning, out of respect to the 
memory of the Chief Justice, and it was 
further ordered that adjournment be 
taken on the day of the funeral, to bean- 
nounced next week. The same mark of re- 
spect was observed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. After the judges of the United 
Staten Circuit Court had retired from the 
bench the members ofthe bar present held an 
informal meeting with Geo. D. Reynolds 
as Secretary, and it was resolved to hold 
a memorial meeting in the United States Court 
room on the day appointed for the funeral of 
the Chief Justice, which will be duly an- 
nounced. Memorial resolutions will be pre- 
pared by a committee, to be adopted upon 
that occasion.

SUGGEST THE WISDOM OF THE CITY GOING 
INTO THE MANUFACTURE OF GAS. 


A Committee Delegated to Inquire Into the 
Legal Questions Involved, the Plans for 
Securing Works and Cost of Manufactur- 
ing and Distributing—Annual Collection 
ef the Water Department—The Prome- 
nade on Lindell Boulevard— Municipal 
Matters. 


Chairman Blakely has called a meeting of 
the new Gas Committee for8 p. m. Monday. 
The committee is composed of Councilmen 
Blakely and Metcalf and Delegates Murphy, 
Alt and Clark. It will undertako an investi- 
gation of vast importance to this city. In 
1890 the tripartite agreement which binds 
the city, the Laclede Gas-Light Comany and 
the St. Louis Gas-Light Company will expire. 
More substantial reasons for divorce than in- 
compatibility of interests can be urged by the 
parties to this union, which has long galled all 
the parties toit, and particularly the city. 
With the expiration of this contract 
the charter of the present St. 
Louis Gas-Light Company will expire. 


There is some doubt as to what becomes of 
this company after that date. The company 
has, by making certain concessions, secured 
an exensien of life, and has not waited for re- 
vivification after its corporate death. This 
administration of a legisiative elixir by the 
Assembly will possibly not stand good in 
law. Many corporation lawyers are of 
the Opinion that this extension does 
not have the intended effect and that the 
company will die the death in 1890. In the 
meantime the Water Gas Company which 
came here to compete has been convicted of 
VIOLATING ITS CHARTER 

by enon ey amalgamating, fusing and 
welding its interest with those of the St. 
Loule and Carondelet Gas-Light Companies in 
the Gas Trust. The revocation of this com- 

any’s charter for this violation of 

original agreement is admitted to be 

a probability. If this action is taken in the 
case of the Water-Gas Company, which is 
now arraigned before the Assembly and the 
courts, and if the extension of the St. Louis 
Company’s franchise is not upheld it will 
leave the Laclede Company alone in the fleld. 
This company claims a perpetual franchise 
and the right to raise its price of gas to 
any figure they may see fit. The 
first claim is one that will 
probably have to be pane upon by the 
courts before itis conceded by the city and its 
business rivals. The second claim is, surpris- 
ing to say, too well founded to admit of dispute, 
a fact that will give little comfort to gas con- 
sumers who may,as has been shown be left en- 
tirely atthe mercy of a corporation with such 
an elastic provision as to price in its charter. 

To prepare for this crisis the committee 
has been appointed. The first ques- 
tion to be inguired Into will be the legal 
condition of the company, and the legal rights 
ofthe city to undertake the management of 
the works itself. Thecost of manufacturing 
and distributing gas and of i securing 
works should the city undertake this 
change will also be subjects of 
consideration in the committee. Ihe city’s 
experiences with the gas problem have, in the 
estimation of some of the Councilmen, been 
sad. Every safeguard 

AGAINST COMBINATIOW 

and collusion has been repeatedly thrown 
down or legaily scaled. The territory has 
been divided between the companies and 
every inquiry instituted dnring the past ten 
years has brought to light evidences of 
dickers to combine sgainst the consumers. 
Whenever gas legislation was brought before 
the Assembly by any of the corporations It 
leftan unmistakabie odorof bribery atthe 
City Hall. All these experiences have led 
some of the members of the Council to believe 
that the best remedy is for the city to under- 
take the management ofthe works. The oppor- 
tunity to do this before this late Uate was 
thrown away, and the city fellintothe hands, 
not only ofthe companies, but into those of 
a gigantic trust, the moving power of which 
is not located in this city at all, and the only 
interest of which is to make the city and con- 
sumers yield the highest possible profit. The 
water-works is cited as an instance of the 
practicability of making the manufacture and 
distribution of gas a municipal undertaking. 
The Water Department carries on its books 
double the number of consumers carried on 
all of the books ofthe gascompaniestogether, 
and handles a revenue of nearly a million 
dollars a pe very economically. The com- 
mittee will undertake to ascertain for the As- 
sembly whether a gas department can like- 
wise be established and managed as a branch 
of the municipal government. 


Water Department Earnings. 


The collectors for the Water Department for 
the fiscal year just closing will amount to 
about $860,000. This is a good showing, con- 
sidering the fact that the last re- 
turn included several collections that 
should have been counted in this year’s 
receipts and also the fact that by the passage 
ot the sprinkling ordinance the revenue from 
contractors’ licenses was cut down abont 
$32,000. The Assessor will probably recom- 
mend a reduction of the licenses in his annual 
report. 


A Postponed Sale. 


When Comptroller Campbell and his force of 
clerks arrived at the City Market shortly after 
6 o’clock this morning to auction off the 
wagon stands it was pouring rain. 
Hundreds of farmers and truck-garden- 
ers were on hand to bid for the wagon 
spaces along Broadway. As the clerks could 
not work and as the Comptroller did not care 
to mount the stand in the rain he said the ad- 
vertisement meant an auction only with a fair 
day and a clear track. He accordingly post- 
poned the sale. 


For Afternoon Walks. 


Last night the Board of Public Improve- 
ments sent to the House of Delegates an ordl- 
nance providing for the reconstruction of 
the sidewalks on Lindell avenue, between the 


old city limits and King’s highway. 
Thig is a matter of more than 
local interest. The ordinance proposes 
to establish a uniform style of sidewalk on the 
boulevard. Some ofthe property on Lindell 
avenue is involved in litigation and the asso- 
ciation of owners has not been able to 
secure the consent of the parties in 
charge to put down the more expensive 
style of sidewalk. The boulevard has become 
quite a promenade and the property owners 
have decided to ask the Assembly to require 
by ordinance that the sidéewaiks be of 
the kind now put down on 
that street. A Walk to Forest 
Park on Sunday afternoon has come to be 
quite the proper thing inthe West End, and 
the pedestrians hope to see a uniform style 
ordered by the Assembly.

THE AXIAL LodcaTION, 

Just at this stage of the work it would be pre- 
mature to anticip the decision of the com- 
mission regarding the axial location of the 
canal, but whether it be either one of the old or 
an entirely new line Lake Nicaragua, which will 
be the summit level in any case, can furnish a 
volume of water sufficient to foatthe largest 
vessel. The immense dam at Ochoa, which 
will give slackwater navigation on the San 
Juan fora distance of sixty-four miles, and 
the embankment in the Valley of the San 
Francisco are both practicable but can only 
be built at a great expense. The present 
survey, however, will determine whether the 
cost of th ork can be reduced, and possibly 
a line may be adopted which will not neces- 
sitate flooding the valley. Acalculation based 
upon the possible revenues that will accrue 
to any canal across Nicaragua and the ex- 
penses of maintaining the same, clearly 
demonstrates the fact that the great ditch’’ 
will prove a sound investment, even at twice 
or tbrice the present estimated cost. 

The survey of the old seventy-second line 
will be completed this month, and the parties 
dispatched to the Pacific. Arrangements have 
been made forthe transportrtion and storing 
ofsupplies at Rivas, which will be the head- 
quarters of the expedition on the west 
codst. Here the Monocal line of 
1885 will be carefully surveyed. The number of 
locks between the Pacificand the lakes may 
be stili further reduced and the canal im- 
proved by slackwater navigation—possibly by 
the construction of a dam in the seventeen- 
and-a-quarter mile out by Britoto the Lajas. 
During a visit to the interior Mr. Peary made a 
reconnoissance of the Western division and 
found it suseeptible to many improvements. 
Last week I made a short trip to the sburvey- 
ing party under command of Civil-Engineer 
J. F. Perez, to ascertain the progress 
of the work at the site of the proposed dam. 

Camp Peary is situated in a picturesque 
spot on the banks of the San Juan, between 
Juan hills, that will form the abutments. 
Transit and level lines have been run from 
the mouth of the Cano Machacho, easterly, 
to the headwaters of the San Francisco. A 
bench mark was here established and careful 
cross-sections made throughout the entire 
valley. The work in Mr. Perez’ division has 
been of an extremely arduous nature, but the 
health of his party is excellent, despite rain 
and mud. The running of transit and level 
lines in these swamps and jungels is attended 
with something more than ordinary difficulty.

DONE BY ‘‘MACHETEROS.”” 

With costumes consisting of little more than a 
hat and pair of boots, these fellows cht and 
and slash a path through the dense forests 
with machetog. At 1 — opening their ebony 
backs glisten inthe sunlight like the surface 
of a polished stove.

A TERRIBLE SUICIDE. 


Mrs. Parker Saturates Her Clothing With 
Coal Oil and Burns to Death. 


PARKERSBURG, W. Va., March 24.—Informa- 
tion reached here yesterday of the terrible sui- 
cide of Mrs. Joseph Parker, near Stewarts- 
town. She was a young woman with a hus- 
band and three children. For some time, on

Two men came tothe rescue and she 
was secured with nearly all her clothing 
burned off and her body horribly scorched.

III TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF A NUMBER 


OF WABASH PASSENGERS

Who Arrived at Union Depot Last Night 
After a Struggle With a Blizzard—A 
Train in a Snowdrift—Fine Snow Fills 
the Closed Cars — How the Time Was 
 Spent—The Welcome Arrival ef the Long - 
Looked-Feor Snow Plow. . 


The Wabash Western train brought to the 
city last nighta number of passengers who 
had been snow bound in Iowa fortwo daysand 
nights. Tuesday night a biizzard set in, and 
Dy midnight all trafic in the northern section 
ofthe State was completely stopped. The 
railroads were all biockaded with snow, 
and remained In that condition for forty-eight 
hours. Passengers who left St. Paul Tuesday 
night and were due here Wednesday night did 
not get in until last evening. It was a repeti- 
tion of the recent Eastern biizzard, and suffer- 
ing throughout the storm-stricken section was 
most intense. The thermometer ranged from 
15 deg. to 80 deg. below zero, and a wind was 
blowing wt h left death and desolation in its 
tracks. It is supposed that numbers of people 
have perished in the storm, while many 
houses, barns, fences, etc., were laid waste 
by the awful wind. 

A gentleman who wasa passenger on the 
Wabash train which arrived here gives a 
thrilling account of the experiences of those 
who were snowed in on trains. ‘‘We left St. 
Paul, Minn.,’’ said he, ‘‘Tuesday evening. 
It grew extremely cold and a strong wind set 
in. Nosnow was falling, but the wind swept 
what was already on the ground over the 


open prairies and drifteditin huge mounds 
in all directions. About midnight the con- 
ductor informed us 
WE WERE 6NOW-BOUND. 
Ro had just received word not to proceed 
any further south asthe passenger train ahead 
of us was snowed in at a station a few miles 
down. At the time we were on the Central 
lowa road and about a mile from the depot at 
Bolan. We bad run short of water and the 
train went down a side track toatank to take 
on a supply. There was a huge snowdrift 
near the tank and in order to reach the 
the locomotive had to back our 
which was on the end of the 
the snow bank. At this 
time there were two locomotives there and 
after taking on water they started to take the 
train to Bolan, it being the intention to lay up 
there. Then it was found that our sleeper 
was stuck fast in the snowdrift. In vain the 
two locomotives endeavored to draw us out. 
The train would not budge. They uncoupled 
the remainder of the coaches from the sleeper 
and hauled them to Bolan, intending to return 
forus. No trouble was anticipated in ex- 
tricating our sleeper after the remainder 
of the train had been detached. 
Unfortunately however when the 
locomotives reached Bolan with the other 
cars, one ofthe engines ‘‘died,’’ as the rail- 
road men expressed it. Thatisthe fires went 
outin it from lack of fuel. The other engine 
had very little fuel and dared not use it en- 
deavoring to haul out our car, so we were jeft 
On the track a mile away from food or shelter. 
ANOTHER SNOWDRIFT 
had formed infront of us, and there our car 
ptood between the two. We were on an ele- 
vated spot exposed to the full blast of that 
awful, frigi wind which swept across 
those Iowa prairies at a velocity of 100 miles 
an hour. For nearly forty-eight hours we re- 
mained right there with only such food to eat 
as passengers happenedto have with them. 
This, of course, was only light lunch. The 
wind rocked that heavy Pullman sleeper as 
though it were aship at sea. This motion was 
kept up constantiy for the twonights and 
two days we stood there, and many of the 
passengers became  séea-sick from it. 
So strong was the wind that 
forced the snow through the 
double windows of the sleeper, and 
filied one side of the car with it so badly that 
it had to be entirely abandoned by the passen- 
gers. The cold was so intense that the pas- 
sengers had to wrap themselves in blankets to 
keep from freezing to death. The day 
coaches filled so with snow thatthe passengers 
in them had to desertthem entirely and seek 
shelter in farm houses at Bolan. Fortunately 
for them they had reached Bolan all right, and 
were abletodoso. At night the passengers 
in the sleepers went to bed but nottosleep. 1 
don’t believe there was a person in the car 
who slept a wink in the forty-eight hours 
we were mowedin. It wastoocold. To add 
to our 8 our fuel gave out, and as we 
were where it was utterly impossible to re- 
Plenish our stock of coal, we had to go without 
afire. The porter bravely went out aud en- 
deavored to gatber some wood, but it was a 
fruitless hunt, and he returned half-frozen 
withoutit. Some of the gentlemen passen- 
gers ventured out on aforaging expedition to 
OBTAIN FOOD FOR THE LADIES, 
Det reached the nearest farm-house almost 
frozen stiff. One of them had his nose and 
ears frosted, and all were so terribly used up 
by the trip that they dared not venture to re- 
turn to the car as it meant almost certain 
death. The sleeper was the only safe place. 
Mr. smith, the conductor of the train, worked 
like a Trojan to clear the snow from the track 
and get the car out. With his small force of 
men, hOwever, it was a useless task and bad 
to be abandoned. He was carried into 
the car more dead than alive. 
Both his hands, his cheeks and 
his ears were frozen and the ladies had to rub 
him with snow and work with him quite 
awhile to — back the circulation ot blood. 
Oh, I tell you it was aterrible experience! All 
She passengers took it obd naturedly, how- 
ever, particularily the ladies. One young 
married woman from St. Paul, and an elderly 
lady from Seattle, W. T., were the life of the 
arty and did more than all the others toward 
eeping up the spirits of the passeng@ys. 
They danced, joked, laughed, played 
theatricais and everything else, and when we 
Anally did get out of our awful predicament 
THE OLD LADY 
from Seattle remarked that she was half sorry 
to go, she had been having such au excellent 
time. A train-hand who had been thirty years 
in the service in the northern country said he 
mever experienced such weather. After re- 
maining there all of Tuesday night, Wednes- 
day, Wednesday night and Thursday until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, we received news 
that the snow plow was coming. The bliz- 
gard had about subsided by this time 
po far as the wind was concerned, but it was 
still bitterly cold. Nevertheless, we all got 
out of the car and upon a huge snow embank- 
ment to see the plow work. It was the first 
time I had ever witnessed one in operation 
and I tell you it isa beautiful sight, particu- 
larly to aman who is about to be released by 
it from an imprisonment of forty-eight hours 
ofthe kind we had undergone. We watched it 
though we were frozen almost stiff doing 
80. For miles we could gee 
the low coming. It threw the 
now high up into the alr on either side of it. 
he white particles shooting up resembled 
dome beautiful display of tireworks. There 
were two locomotives behind the plow. It 
digs right down into the snow and sends it 
shooting up through funnels on either side of 
it. The huge embankment near where we 
stood was scooped down by the men so the 
could take the proper hold 
not be thrown from the track.

The bank was 
about a block long and fully fifteen feet high.

| XTELING IRAMPS. 


TACTICS ADOPTED BY THE ATLANTIC & PA- 
CIFIC TRAINMEN. 


Braking in the West—Blessings and Dangers 
on the Santa Fe System—How Vagabonds 
Paid Bloody Fare—Passengers Thrown 
Under the Wheels—Humerous Verdicts 
From Coroners’ Juries on the ‘‘Careless- 
ness of Tramps’’—Contented Employes. 


Louis K. Bostwiax of Albuquerque, N. M., 
was met in the office of Hurst’s Hotel this 
morning by a Post-DIsPaTcCH reporter, and 
asked as to the effect of the threatened strike 
on the Santa Fe road. I know something 
about that line, replied Mr. Bostwick, ‘‘asI 
was for five years a freight brakeman, 
and um on my way back to Albu- 
quergue, which town I left ten days 
ago, to take the position of station master on 
the Atlantic & Pacific. Ido not believe that 
the employes of any road in the country 
would be so unwilling to leave the service as 
those of the Santa Fe. While @heir pay is 
about the same, no other line takes such pains 
to make their men comfortable. At each di- 
vision headquarters, well-built dwelling 
houses have been put up, which are rented 
to the railroads hands at a very 
cheap rate; free reading rooms have 
been established, and a number of | 
excellently appointed hospitals. When a man 
is crippled in the seryice he receives the best 
of care, has medical attention free of charge, 
and, if permanently disabled, is pensioned. 
This makes the Santa Fe road the most popu- 
lar inthe West if not in the whole country, 
and the men would be most unwilling to leave 
the service. 

A SERIOUS DRAWBAOK. 

„While the road presents so many 
advantages there is lone very se- 
rious drawback to service as a brakeman 
on that road and its leased lines, and that is 
the continual trouble we have with tramps. 


The tramp nujsance seems to have nearly 
abated in the East, but in the Southwest it is 
more prevaient than ever before, and is not 
only an inconvenience, but a most serious 
danger. The railroads are the greatest suffer- 
ers, and the train bands must be continually 
on the lookout. It is bad enough on 
the Atchison, but far worse on its 
leased line, the Atlantic & Pacific. With 
the exception ofthe Arizona Division of the 
Southern Pacific, where the conditions are 
aboet the same, the Atlantic & Pacific is 
more troubied by tramps than any other line 
in the country. All the floating vagabondism 
of the Southwest that tries to reach the 
Pacific Coast seems to patronize that road, 
andthe amount of stealing done aggregates 
many thousands of dollars every year. 
The freight cars, being less carefully 
guarded, are most often the object of the 
burgluries, but passenger cars do not escape. 
Two months ago, asa train was passing the 
Needies on its way East, a tramp stretched his 
hand through the open window and 
SNATCHED THE TROUSERS 

from beneath the bead of asleeping passen- 
For, leaving him to complete his journey with- 
out money, and with his nether extremities 
clothed only in u blanket and 
such modesty as seven years’ ex 
perience as a drummer had left him, not a 
very large amount, I should imagine. Puas- 
senger trains, however, are generally let 
alone, but whenever a freight train stops for 
any length of time neara town, the trainmen 
haveto be continually on the alert, as itis 
certain that from six to twenty tramps are 
hidden under the cars, ready to break open a 
doorand take whatthey can lay their hands 
on at the first favarable opportunity. 

From thieving the company and passeng- 
ers are the only sufferers, bat the freight 
brakemen are continually threatened by an- 
other and more serious danger, thatof vio- 
lence from tramps who are endeavoring to 
steal a ride. These fellows will lie in hiding 
nearsome place where they know a freight 
train will stop, will slip along the ground and 
climb on the ladders between the cars, where 
they will hang until discovered. When this 
happens in the daytime, they are ready 
enough to get off at the warning of the brake 
man, asifany disturbance arose it would at 
once be noticed, and all the train hands would 
aid in expelling the intruders. But at night it 
Is a very different question. Then they leave 
the advantage and 

MANY A POOR BRAKEMAN 
has fallen a victim to their heartless cruelty. 
It is an easy matter when a brakeman is de- 
scending the ladder between two cars for a 
couple of concealed tramps to catch him by 
the legs and throw him under the wheels, and 
the number of brakemen who have met this 
fate is high in the hundreds. Their absence 
is not noticed for a long time, the tramps se- 
cure along ride and are generally able to es- 
cape before their crime is discovered. The 
law affords no remedy, asthe criminals have 
no trace, and far a long time the brakemen 
were helpless against these attacks. I know 
that I never used to put my foot on a ladder at 
night without fearing that within a few sec- 
onds I might be under the wheels. But finally 
the employes took matters into their own 
hands and determined to put down the tramp 
nuisance. The engineers made common cause 
with them, and whenatramp was discovered 
hanging between the cars word was quietly 
passed forward. The engineer, waiting for a 
favorable opportunity, would stop the train 
suddenly, and then start it with ajerk, and 
the tramp instead of the brakeman would be 
THROWN UNDER THE WHEELS. 

When this mode of meeting the difficulty was 
impossible qr ineffectual the train hands would 
compel the tram to try his luck in a 
flying leap from the topof the car. Some- 
times the man excaped unhurt, but more often 
he was left in a decidedly fragmentary con- 
dition. ‘Struck by alocomotive while walk- 
ing on the track,’ is the invariable verdict of 
coroners’ juries in the few cases which are 
brought to their attention. The settlers un- 
derstand the condition of affairs, and never 
fall to find the right verdict, although 
ws A are often very humorous in 
their remarks eoncerning the exceptional 
carelessness of railroad tramps. This way of 
— iy | with the tramp nuisance is hardly 
legal, but has proyed most effectual, and the 
trainmen, under the circumstances, can 
scarcely be blamed as ie is a life and death 
matter to them. During the last eighteen 
months the tramps have nearly disappeared 
from the Atlantic & Pacific, and Ido not be- 
lieve that we will ever again be troubled as 
we were before.’’

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‘DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


JUDGE BAROLAY DECIDES A CORPORATE 
NAME OASE OF INTEREST. 


An Odd Confusion Arising From an Abbre- 
viation—Equity’s Protection in Such Mat- 
ters—Divorce Doings To-Day Under the 
Dome—Decisions in Cases Under Advise- 
ment—New Litigation—Suits on Trial— 
Legal News and Notes. 


Judge Barclay decided the corporate name 


| suit of the Plant Seed Company against the 


Michel Plant and Seed Company. This was a 
suit iu equity to restrain the defendant from 
using the words plant“ and seed, or 
either of them in its business under the corpo- 
rate name of the ‘‘Michel Plant and Seed 
Company.’’ It wasclaimed by the plaintiffs 
that its customers were frequently misied by 
the smilarity of the name to Plant Seed Com- 
pany.’’ The latter company was incorporated 
at a much earlier date than thatat which the 
Michel Company adopted ite name. The Plant 
Company’s business is the selling of seeds, 
and the Michel Company also selis seeds, but 
the largest part of the business 18 
that of a florist. It appeared 


from the testimony that the Michel Company 
had used the script sign instead of the word 
‘‘and’’ in full and customers of the Plant Com- 
pany had entered the Michel establishment 
supposing that they were dealing with the 
former company. 

The Court holds that it 
sidered as a settied principle of 
equity jurisprudence that no company 
has a right to adopt the name of another 
whereby the lIatter’s business is affected. 
There is the same right to acquire property in 
the name of the corporation during ite legal 
existence as in other classes of property pro- 
tected by the law of trade-marks. Not only 
will the exact name be protected from in- 
fringemenut but persons are not er- 
mitted to adopt names sufficiently simi- 
lar to justify the conclusion that they 
were adopted with a view totake advantage 
of the good will of the earlier established busi- 
ness of another company. Where the name 
adopted by a corporation is sufficiently like 
that of another to deceive customers exercis- 
ing ordinary care, or even the ordinary run of 
transient customers, into believing the new 
establishment to be the old, equity will protect 
the latter under similar conditions and cir- 
cumstances to those justifying the interference 
of equity under the law applicable to trade- 
marks established upon other classes of prop- 
erty. 

18 this case the Michel Company appeared 
to have adopted its namein good faith as de- 
scriptive of the business it carries on, and 
there was no intent to defraud the Plant Com- 
pany of the benefit of its established business. 
The Court bellevesthatifthe Michel Company's 
name is proverly displayed its use will not in- 
fringe upon the rights of the Plant Company. 
The Michel company will be required to print 
its corporate name in such a way that there 
can be no confusion. The word instead of the 
sign must be used for and. The costs are 
to be equally divided and the Plant company 
will recover one dollar damages for loss of 
sales heretofore.

MR. NEVIN OF NEW YORK OHATS INTELLI- 
GENTLY ON THE SUBJECT. 


The Apathy ofthe West in Athletic Sportes in 
General Compared With the Keen Inter- 
est Manifested by the People of the East 
~—Boating and Foot-Ball Around New 
York—A Good Review by a Close Ob- 
server. 


Hamilton Nevin, a prominent member of 
the New York Athietio Olub, has been in this 
eity visiting friends for afew days past, and 
leaves for New York to-night. Mr. Nevin fell 
into conversation with a PosT-DISPATOH re- 
porter in the Lindell Hotel corridor this morn- 
ing, to whom he gave an account of the in- 
terest taken in athleties in the different 
sections of the country. 

Jam only an amateur, sald Mr. Nevin, 
*fand pay little attention to professional 
events. But I have traveled all over the 
United States and Canada and think that I un- 
derstand the tastes and capabilities in the 
athletic line of each section as wellas any one. 
The first thing that strikes a traveler of my 


tastes is the utter neglect of athletic sports 
in the Southern and States. 
The moment that one west of 
the Ohio line, or of the 
Potomac, itis evident that he is in a com- 
munity where the great mass of the com- 
munity take only aspectacular' and not the 
least active interest in fleld sports. There are 
a few amateur ball nines to be found, but the 
best of them would be completely at the mercy 
of an average club froin an Eastern prepara- 
tory school, while rowing, running 
and jumping are never induiged 
in. The Eastern States are entirely 
different. Everyone takes a keen interest in 
fleld sports. 
bring out large audiences, and every city has 
ATHLETIC CLUBS 

by the score. Each locality has its pecullar 
sport, in which itexcels. Canada is the coun- 
try of lacrosse, and especially the land of 
long-distance runners. Whenever a runner 
has Montreal after his name his opponents 
ma rest assured that their work 
wil be cut out for them, as the 
standard in that city its so high that 
no one not an excellent runner would think of 
competing injany race. Their lacrosse clubs 

are invincible, but so little attention is paid to 
this sport in the United States that a compart- 
son between the two countries based on ex- 

Cellence in this line proves nothing. The New 

York and Boston sprinters, and the best of the 
college short-distunce men heve held their 
own with the Canadians, but nearly all races 
ef a wile and over are at their 
mercy. The Pittsburg single scullers hold 
much the same position in the aquatic world. 
Time and again have the best Schuylkill and 
saltwater oarsmen gone down before the Pitts- 
burgers, and now noone acquainted with the 
records will dispute their supremacy in this 
respect. In general athletics, such as walk- 
ing, putting the shot, tnrowing the hammer, 
pole vaulting and hurdle racing, the com- 
petition between New York and Puls- 
delphia is very keen, with the former 
city a little abead in the records. 
The great salt water colleges generally send 
half a dozen prizetakers to every important 
field day, and in this branch of athletics no 
section can claim pre-eminence.In four-oared 
shell racing New York stands easily first, the 
superiority of half a dozen of her club crews 
being so universally admitted that the ap- 
pearance of competitors from other cities ig 
very rare. The Atalautas and Argonautes 
have long held the first position in 
four-oared sheil racing, but the confijct be- 
tween the two has been very flerce,and the 
success varying. The best of the Columbia 
men recruit the Atlaantas, while the New Eng- 

land colleges favor the Argonautas. Other 
clubs occasionally send out a winning crew, 
but the two clubs mentioned carry off five- 

sixths ¥ the prizes. 

FOOT- BALL. 

‘*Foot- ball has never taken firm root in New 
York. The New York Athletic Club has sent 
out several teams, but not one of these has 
been able to stand against the Co- 
lumbia eleven, let alone the strong 
teams from Tae and Princeton, the 
two great foot-ball colleges, which 
are by all odds the best on this continent. on 
an equality with the New York oarsmen stand 
the amateur sparrers of that city. Sparring is 
a very popular exercise in all the athletic 
clubs; and some of the boxers, if they should 
tuke tothe ring, would astonish the profes- 
sionals. It is u strange, but most noticeable 
fact, that base ball, the national sport, is very 
generally neglected by all amateurs after their 
school days. Scarcely a good amateur ball 
club can be found in New York, and outside of 
college towns the same condition of affairs 
prevailin other places. Buttaken as a whole 
athietics sports play a very considerable part

in thelife of Eastern cities, and the absence of
